COLLEGE FOR CIVIL ENGINEERS, 

The examination of the students of the College of Civil Engineers, esta- 
bliehed at Battersea, and the distribution of prizes to the successful can- 
| didates in the different branches of science and learning taught at the 
| establishment, took place on Thursday, in the great hall of the beilding, 
in presence of Lieut.-Colone!l Hutchison, of the Bengal Engineers (resi- 
dent director), who presided, the members of the council, the professors, 
| who acted as examiners, and many scientific gentlemen, specially invited 
on the oceasion. There were also present the Hon. Colonel! L. Stanhope, 
Sie G. Ogte, Captain, Davison, R.E., bis Excellency Signor Tricoupi (the 
| Greek Minister), and several other persons of distinction. examina- 
tion commenced shortly after eleven o'clock, ana lasted several hours, the 
professors in turn proposing questions in mathematics, mechanics, archi- 
| tecture, chemistry, Xc., and the pupils answering them rica coce, and 
| illustrating their answers by diagrams drawn with chalk on a large black 
| tablet, in the same manner as is practised at the Royal Military College 
| at Sandhurst, and at other places of public education. The answers were 
| very satisfactory, and showed « considerable proficiency in the pupils. 
| Some of the questions were — for those who had made a great pro- 

gress in mathematics——nevertheless, they were answered with readiness 
and accuracy. The questions in relation to practical architecture, pro- 
| posed by Mr. Ranger, the professor of architecture, were particularly well 
| anawered, as were also those proposed by Mr. Beil, the professor of me- 
| chanics. Mr. Evrett proposed some questions in his capacity of profes. 
sor of chemistry, which were well answered. They were not questions of 
| difficulty to professed chemists, but they were sufficiently difficult to show 
| that mach alteation mast have been paid by the pupils to his instructions. 

The pupils were also examined in the German and French langsages, and 
they translated passages taken from various suthors with facility and with- 
out hesitation. They also transcribed English sentences into German and 
French with fidelity and elegance. The chaplain, the Rev. Mr. Page, 
who is also professor of history to the institution, proposed many ques- 
_ tions connected with his department, which were answered satisfactorily.

Before an explanation is gives of my process of blasting reeks, it would

1. The first part of the operation is to bore a hole from two to ten feet deep | 
in the rock, according to the size and strength of the stone the workmen de.
